The  otHre  lur  the  sale  of  ticket*  lor  the 
larewcll  |eyrfonuancc,  w»*  o|>cii«.J  on  Mon- 
day,  the  2nd  ult.  By  t'-n  o’clock  there 
was  not  skat  to  had,  excepting  those  sold 
by  the  speculators  *t.«n  advance  ol  $10. 
Later  in  the  week,  as  much  n»  $20  was  be 
tng  offered  lor  a  single  scat,  snd  $130  tor 
the  bo*.  ».  8u(  h  a  cru.li  of  people  I  never 

) .beheld.  Ify  six  o'clock  on  the  evening  of 
the  p.  rforntanev.  tlx  crowd  l»*g*n  to  i-ol- 
l  l«  t  in  Irout  of  the  theaire,  snd  tren  tho^e 
who  held  reserved  seats  were  on  hand  by 
the  time  the  doorw  opened.  Every  seal  in 
the  house  was  sold  so  ihut  those  who  held 
•  imply  admission  tickets,  had  nothing  to 
do  but  stand  their  ground  like  men.  They 
were  better  off,  however,  than  those  who 
had  paid  $V  for  cusnp  stools,  but  who  in 
many  instances  were  unable  to  find  a  place 
to  put  them,  and  who  feft  Iwfore  the  eve 
ning  was  over  very  much  as  though  they 
had  an  elephant  on  their  bands.  Hehinu 
all  the  sent*  there  were  rows  ol  people 
standing  four  deep,  among  whom  were 
many  women  who  stood  nearly  five  hours 
in  the  same  position  I  «aid  in  my  last 
that  I  intended  to  In  present  on  tin*  ocea- 
-ion,  if  I  had  to  hang  on  by  a  cornice  after 
gt-tuug  inside  the  house.  Fortunately  1 
was  not  driven  to  that  extremity.  Imt  Eliere 
were  many  who  were.  I  saw  two  men  and 
■  boy  standing  on  a  balultrade,  who  held 
themaeivea  in  position  by  clinging  to  the 
Cornice  over  their  beads.  At  eight  o'clock 
the  house  wss  filled  to  its  utpvost  limit. 
Two  dreary  scene*  of  Macbeth  wi  fe  play¬ 
ed.  and  finally  Mi»  Cushnsn  ap)>earei]  an 
the  stage.  Her  Hppc  iiance  was  the  signal 
for  a  round  of  lie.rty  applause,  and  the 
fluttering  ol  a  few  hundred  handkerchiefs. 
Aside  from  Miss  Cushman  and  the  intrin 
sic  merit  of  Sbak<s>|>eaie'v  words,  the  play 
was  very  dull.  Once  in  a  while  one  of  the 
actor's  would  become  inspired  by  the  sceae 
before  huu  and  give  a  litUc  spirit  to  his 
part,  in  which  ca«e  the  kindly  dipoacd  au¬ 
dience  Would  give  him  a  round  of  claps 
Miss  Cushman  did  splendidly  In  the  sleep 
walking  scene  she  was  superb,  and  was 
twice  called  before  the  curtain.  Although 
the  audience  was  interested  in  the  perfor 
mance  It  was  evidently  impstieut  for 
the  Ian-well  cerenioni.  s.  and  when  the  cur 
lain  till  upon  the  last  act  of  the  play, 
there  was  a  pleasurable  flutter  of  expecta¬ 
tion  tu rough  the  house.

On  the  recommendation  of  the  British 
Society  and  according  to  a  plan  ot  Kliss 
Boudmot  of  N.  J.  a  National  Bible  Society 
wus  organized  hurt  in  181tf  with  Joshua 
M  Wallace  of  N.  J.  as  President,  Tbe 
object  of  the  meeting  was  then  fully  ilis- 
cuaeed,  and  without  *  dissenting  voice  it 
wa*  decided  to  establish  a  general  Bible 
Institution,  "lor  the  circulation  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  without  hole  or  comment."  Tbe 
ofjea-tin  prohibiting  the  nae  of  ”note  or 
comment"  ti  to  preseeat  any  appears  tee  of 
sectarianism. 

After  having  adopted  a  C«-n«tito*ion,  tfie 
Convention  proceeded  to  elect  executive 
officers,  and  choose  a  c-.mprtrnt  Board  of 
Manager*.  It  then  began  its  work  at  once. 
At  first  its  accommodations  were  not  all 
that  waa  dcatrvd,  in  1847,  becoming  oranip 
ed  f-w  room  ia  which  U>  carry  on  their  ex 
tended  operations,  a  committee  waa  ap¬ 
pointed  to  look  up  a  suitable  site.
